Quite as effective is Mr. Cockshutt’s 
language in proving that the tariff 
has preserved the ‘“‘Canadian market 
vo the Canadian manufacturer,” if the 
latter were desirous of occupying that 
market. That we have been forced to 
import muc;a more than we have ex- 
ported is the best of proof that there 
was a demand in Canada for ail the 
Canadian-made implements if the 
Canadian makers had not preferred 
sending their goods abroad rather 
than selling them at home, 

Why the Canadian manufacturer 
prefers doing so Mr. Cocksautt next 
informs us and the information is 
none the less conclusive that it was 
unintentional. He said: “The ques-

“ments in Canada with a 20 per cent.
